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Third Annual Oakland 
Stamp Show 


=3jHE Oakland Philatelic 
Society has just 
brought to a_ close 
their third annual 
stamp exhibition. This 
was the largest and 
most successful ex- 
hibition yet held by the society. 
There were four hundred frames 
of exhibits. More stamps being 
shown under glass than at the Na- 
tional exhibition held at Boston. 
Nearly five thousand people en- 
joyed the show. The local news- 
papers and the press of northern 
California gave considerable pub- 
licity. A talkie newsreel was made 
by the Kinograms & Universal 
News Reels. This will be shown 
in the theatres throughout the 
United States. Posters in the 
street cars and store windows, bill- 
boards, window displays in leading 
store windows and radio an- 
nouncements further served to ad- 
vertise our hobby. 

One of the pleasing features was 
the large number of frames devot- 
ed to the younger collectors. Thir- 
teen Bay Cities school stamp clubs 
competed for the ribbons offered 
the schools. Many unique ideas 
were produced by these junior col- 
lectors. 

An unusual feature was the 
number of frames displaying Cali- 
fornia state revenues, Mr. J. J. 
Klemann of New York winning 
this class. The beautifully mount- 
ed exhibits of the Pacific Philatelic 
Society and that of Fred Dewitt in 
this class also attracted a great 
deal of interest. Several other ex- 
hibitors also showed the revenues 
of California. 

Dr. C. W. Hennan of Chicago 
gave the westerners an oppor- 
tunity to see portions of a number 
of different sections of his collec- 
tion and in consequence brought 





home to the Windy City a choice 
selection of first, second and spe- 
cial ribbons. 

Mr. Hans Lagerloef of New 
York won the Pacific Philatelic 
Society’s ribbon for most outstand- 
ing exhibit. 

Even a fragmentary description 
of the worth while exhibits would 
be impossible. Almost every frame 
had something to make the collec- 
tor pause with envy and longing. 

The airmail probably attracted 
the most exhibitors as well as the 
most interested spectators. This 
included the world famous collec- 
tion of Mrs. J. W. Stanford of 
Piedmont, and such other mag- 
nificent collections as those of 
Simeon Baldwin, Walter C. Lille 
and Paul E. Harrison of Los An- 
geles and the John A. Klemann 
collection from New York. 

The Oakland Society realizes 
that not over ten per cent of the 
visitors to a stamp exhibition are 
real died-in-the-wool _ philatelists 
so they installed a section of popu- 
lar exhibits comprised of one 
frame of stamps to a country 
showing a typical collection of 
type stamps of that country. This 
proved exceedingly popular. Many 
of the frames showed a map of 
the country so that the un- 
informed might know where the 
country was. It is planned for the 
1931 exhibition to increase this 
part of the exhibit to a couple of 
hundred frames. 


The 5700 square feet of floor 
space that we were able to secure 
were only able to accommodate 
four hundred frames so that near- 
ly one hundred frames that were 
reserved were unable to be accom- 
modated. As a consequence reser- 
vations are already being made for 
the fourth annual exhibition to be 


held in the fall of 1931. However, 
we are promised ten thousand feet 
of space for next year so that all 
the exhibits can be shown. 


CHICAGO NOTES 





The coming Exposition of the 
Chicago Philatelic Society promises 
to be one of the most important 
events of the year. It will take 
place December 4-5-6 in the Rose 
Room of the Morrison Hotel, one 
of the finest exhibition rooms in 
this city. very unusual class 
of exhibits will be shown, among 
them some of the great rarities 
of the Liechtenstein and Newberry 
collections, both of these nationally 
famous philatelists having con- 
tracted for frames. The quality of 
the material shown may be judged 
from the fact that there will be 
but sixty large frames, and no per- 
son may take more than one for his 
exhibit. Naturally, each will dis- 
play his choicest items. Dr. Hen- 
nan, chairman of the arrangements 
committee, is sparing no effort to 
make this the big show of the year 
in Chicago. 





By the time this number appears 
the Philatelic Fall Exhibition of 
the Postage Stamp Club will be 
history, having taken place during 
the week of Nov. 10-16 at the Mor- 
rison Hotel. In point of size it 
will probably have been one of the 
largest ever held, as several hun- 
dred frames are promised for en- 
try as this is being written. We 
will give a complete resume of the 
event in a later issue.

We have been shown advance 
proofs of the new bi-colored Do- 
minican Republic hurricane stamps 
which will be put on sale about 
Nov. 10. They are quite unusual 
and unlike any other printing that 
we have noticed recently, and seem 
to be rather sketchy. The denomi- 
nations are 1, 2, 5 and 10c and are 
roughly the form of the U. S. Clark 
issue. The first 2 show a picture 
of the city in ruins with the piers 
in the harbor torn down and ships 
m the quay. The reading is “De- 
vastacion de la Ciudad de Santo 
Domingo Ciclon del 3 de Septiem- 
bre de 1930.” The 5c and 10c shows 
an inland view of a destroyed city. 
Each stamp has superimposed the 
coat of arms to the left and red 
cross to the right. 

The plates were destroyed in the 
Presence of official government wit- 
esses,

MAGELLAN 


The Philippine Islands, 6c violet 
issue of 1906, pictures Ferdinand 
Magellan, the first person to circle 
the globe. Magellan was born in 
Portugal in 1480. He started his 
life as a sailor at the age of 15, 
making trips to India and Moroc- 
co. He fell into disfavor with 
King Manual of Portugal over his 
dealings with the Moors. He then 
offered his services to Spain and 








began preparations for his trip to 
India which eventually took the 
expedition around the world. This 
famous voyage was started on 
September 20, 1519, from Seville, 
Spain. Magellan explored the 
coast of South America, then his 
frightened men rose to mutiny, and 
one ship turned back. He rounded 
Cape Horn and then took the trip 
through the Pacific to the Philip- 
pines where he was killed by the 
natives on April 17, 1521. The ex- 
pedition continued under the lead- 
ership of Del Cano and reached 
Spain, September 8, 1522.

Based on an original order of 
250,000 stamps this would give 
8300 odd copies of the error and 
at the suggested price of 50c each 
would seem quite fair.
